and the typesetting machine yet undreamed of-in the brain of 12-year-old 
Oito Mergenthaler; no airplanes, no Orville Wright, Lindbergh, or air- 
mail pilots zooming across the continent by day and by night! 

Oh, compared with today we who lived in the Christmas of 1868 
were not far removed from those who crowded the inn of Bethlehem 
when the blessed Mother gave birth in the manger of a stable to the 
Only Begotten of God! 

But, believe me, Atlanta and all Georgia had that year, for the first 
time in seven, a revival of the old-fashioned Christmas of “befo’ the 
wah!” In an atmosphere of fresh confidence in God and their future it 
seemed that every one, whether dimeless or with a dollar, joined in a 
general joy and Santa Claus again reigned in all his glory!

Blk SAVING SEEN 


Electrician Says 
Electric and Gas Reyi- 
sion Will Be of Great 
Benefit to Atlanta. 


New electric and gas rates ordered 
by the Georgia public service commis- 
sion, effective January 1,*form one 
of the best Christmas gifts Atlanta 
in many 
years, R. C. Turner, city electrician, 
declared Monday in a statement re- 
ferring to the controversy over the 
rates as “uncalled for” in the opinion 


tric and gas rates for years. 
Pointing out that he advocated the 


exact rates. adopted by the commis- 


sion, with the exception of the serv- 
ice charges, when he appeared before 
the commission at the November 
hearing, Mr. Turner said that he be- 
lieves that the new rates are entirely 


| fair to all parties concerned. 


James L. Mayson, city attorney of 
Atlanta, in a statement Monday, de- 
clared that the new service charge 
method used in the gas rate and the 
electric rate would bring revenue of 
more than $1,500,000 a year to the 
Georgia Power company in addition 
to the revenue derived from gas and 
electric charges. He based his fig- 
ures on the listed number of con- 
sumers of electric and gas service as 
shown by the books of the public 
service commission. 

“No Small Consumers.” 

“With reference to small consum- 
ers, we really have no small consum- 
ers of gas and electricity in the man- 
ner that the term was formerly used,” 
said ‘Turner. “The consumption of 
electric current by the average fam- 
ily has increased over 100 per cent 
in the: past five years because of the 
numerous electrical appliances now 
in use in the average household. The 
majority of consumers use on an 
average of 1.000 feet of gas per 
month for each member of the house- 
hold, where the gas is used for cook- 
ing. and for heating of water.” 

The additional revenue in service 
charges is a matter of little im- 


| portance as the saving effected in the 


new schedule of rates will more than 
offset these charges, Mr. Turner said. 
“The new electric rates alone will 
save the consumers of Atlanta more 
than $200,000 yearly,” he stated. 
“For an instance, take my own 
gas and electric bill. During the last 
month I used 101 kilowatt hours of 
electricity, for which I will be re- 
quired to pay $8.17 net. whereas, un- 
der the new schedule of rates, I will 
be required to pay only $5.06, show- 
ing a saving of $3.11, and adding to 


‘this a service charge of $1, I still 


have a saving of $2.11, of more than 
25 r cent saying, under the new 
schedtle of.rates to anyone consuming 
a like amount of current. 

Saving In Gas Cost. 

“In the matter of gas, I used 5,100 
cubic feet during the last month, for 
which I will be required to pay $7.91 
net. Under the new schedule of rates,

From Sunny Italy. 

In sunny Italy, where the words 
“Ruon Natale” are on everyone's lips 
today, we find customs a little unusual 
to the American viewpoint, according 
to Signor Attilio Bollati, the royal 
Italian consul to Atlanta. He states 
that in northern Italy gifts are pre- 
sented to the children only, while the 
adults have to be content with a spe- 
cially large feast. <A certain kind of 
cake is always served at this time, 
which resembles our American fruit- 
cake. The Italians call it ‘“‘panettone 
or “big bread.” 

It is in the central and southern 
parts, however, that one finds the most 
novel customs, from the point of view 
of Americans.’ In Rome there is fast- 
ing on Christmas eve, followed by spe- 
cial church services and then feast- 
ing on Christmas. The children, sad 
to relate, have little over a week to 
wait for their presents. ‘These arrive 
January 6 and are brought, not by 
Santa Claus. but by his female coun- 
terpart, an old woman, who brings toys 
to the good little boys and girls and 
punishes the bad ones with gifts of 
ashes and similar unpleasant things. 
She might be Mrs. Santa Claus or even 
that elusive dame, “Mary Christmas 
herself, who knows? 

In Icy Finland. 

To jump from this sunny clime to 
ievy Finland, we find still more un- 
usual customs. This information was 
given by Miss Gerda Matson, a native 
of Finland. who has been in this coun- 
try. 16 years and is now a resident of 
Atlanta. She contributed the Swedish 
and Finnish greetings contained in the 
opening paragraph. 

In her native country, most of the 
festivities of the season are completed 
Christmas eve. At this time every- 
ons goes to church, leaving one mem- 
er of the family at home to fix the 
tree and to~arrange the presents.

He 
states that there is a Christmas tree 
in every home from the poorest hovels 
to the most magnificent mansions and 
that the distribution of gifts is strict- 
ly a family affair. After the father 
of the family lights the tree every- 
one ioins in some Christmas songs 
and this is followed by an appropriate 
recital. Then there are gifts for all. 
The “Christ Kind,” or Christ child, 
brings the remembrances for the lit- 
tle tots while their elders exchange 
presents among themselves as we do 
here: For the next two days every- 
body enjoys a holiday.

Tom Heeney, of New Zeala 

Jack Dempsey. 

Rickard said. that the contest for 
the Tunney-Muldoon trophy, symbolic 
of the heavyweight championship of 
the world, was not necessarily lim- 
|ited to. the above, but added that in 
his opinion these five men were the 
class of the field. 

“Some young feller may come along 
who'll have to be given consideration,” 
Tex admitted. “But, shucks, you 
can't make a heavyweight champion 
in a year or two. It takes a long 
time.” 

The first “semi-final” bout off the 
elimination tournament will take 
place Jate in February at ai dog 
i} track at Miami Beach in which the 
promoter is interested. One of the 
contestants will be Stribling. That 
much is definite. 

Strib’s Opponent. 

“Stribling s opponent will be either 
Paulino or Sharkey,” said Tex. “I 
ain't ready right now to say which.”
